Fire Chief Hubhuch 
Cites Ordinance On 
Burning Oi Rubbish 

With the advent of warmer 
weather and seasonal increase of 
danger of weed and brush fires, 
Gilbert Hubbuch, chief of the 
Jeffersontown Volunteer Fire 
Department, has issued a warn- 
ing against persons burning rub- 
bish without taking proper pre- 
| cautionary measures. 

In backing up his statement, 
he cited an excerpt from a city 
ordinance governing such actions. 
The Ordinance says in part: 

"No person or persons shall 
kindle or maintain a bonfire, or 
burn trash, lumber, leaves, straw, 
or any other combustible ma- 
terial in any street or alley, or 
on any premises or vacant lot, 
unless burning be done in cov- 
ered receptacles of not more than 
one and one-fourth inch wire 
mesh, or of metal. The Chief of 
the Fire Department may issue 
a general permit, by publication, 
during seasons of the year, for 
burning leaves or other like ma- 
terials outside the receptacles. 
All burning of materials permit- 
ted by this paragraph shall be 
conducted on still days, during 
daylight, with an adult in con- 
stant attendance, and shall be 
done in a location at least twenty- 
five feet from any building or 
structure, and where standing 
grass or weeds will not communi- 
cate fire to nearby property. 

Anyone disobeying these rules 
is subject to a fine, Hubbuch 
warned.

Old Cairo Attracts 
Droves Of Visitors 
To Modern Skyline 

Cairo, capital of Egypt and 
metropolis of the Bible Lands, 
is an eight square mile city of 
2,100,000 people, the largest in 
Africa and the Arab World. It 
is surrounded on all sides by 
sand but watered by the River 
Nile, which brings life to its 
magnificent gardens and palm 
groves. Ancient Cairo— the name 
means "victorious"— dates back 
more than 1,300 years to the time 
of the Arab conquest of the 
Mediterranean world under the 
banner of Islam. 

As a tourist center Cairo at- 
tracts thousands of visitors a 
year who come to see the Pyra- 
mids, the beautiful mosques, the 
Tut-Ank-Amen treasures at the 
Egyptian Museum, and to shop 
in Cairo's famous Musky bazaar. 
There are modern hotels to 
house about 3,000 persons, and 
with the completion of the new 
Shepheard's Hotel and the Nile 
Hilton Hotel, now under con- 
struction, hotel accommodations 
will be considerably increased. 
Cairo has some sixteen muse- 
ums and palaces to visit, more 
than eighty important mosques 
and Arab monuments and a 
score of Christian churches and 
monasteries, dating back to the 
early days of Christianity. 

Three major Egyptian Univer- 
sities with an enrollment of 
more than 35,000 students are 
located in Cairo and there are 
many other colleges and tech- 
nical schools, including the 
American University of Cairo. 
Cairo has an Academy of Orien- 
tal Music, a Society of Arts, 
which has frequent showings of 
modern painting and sculpture 
and an Opera House. The winter 
season brings to Cairo annually 
an Italian Opera Company, a 
ballet and the Comedie Fran- 
caise from Paris. 

Cairo is a city of beautiful 
squares, spacious parks and a 
cool, tree-shaded drive along the 
Nile, where tall masted feluccas 
skim the waters in stately si- 
lence, their huge sails billowing 
in the breeze. Cairo's Zoo has 
many rare animals and its trop- 
ical gardens many exotic plants 
and flowers. Town planning is 
one of the projects of the New 
Egypt and a long range plan for 
Cairo is well under way. Traffic 
is being regulated, parking areas 
provided, and many streets re- 
surfaced. Two large produce 
markets are planned to expedite 
the delivery of foodstuffs and to 
provide for their refrigeration. 
f Cairo's distinguishing land- 
mark is the Citadel, which over- 
looks the city from one of the 
ridges of the Mokattam Hills. 
It was first built by the Cru- 
sader hero, Saladlne. On its

Key To Repeal 
According to the report, the 
key to repealing individual in- 
come taxes is a "proposed 23rd 
Amendment" to the Constitution 
which would outlaw bureaucratic 
competition with private enter- 
prise. This proposal is now pend- 
ing in Congress as H. J. Kes. 123. 
It provides that: 

The Government of the United 
States shall not engage in any 
business, professional, commer- 
cial, financial or industrial enter- 
prise except as specified in the 
Constitution. 

In demonstrating how this 
would worp, the report reveals 
that some 700 federal corporate 
activities now own and operate 
about 40 per cent of the land 
area and 20 per cent of the indus- 
trial capacity of the nation. 

It is estimated that selling 
these properties, enterprises and 
facilities back to the American 
people wold yield more than $50 
billion, reducing the national 
debt by that amount, eliminating 
the need for taxes to pay interest 
and amorization on that portion 
of the national debt. 

The tremendous losses of the 
federal corporations would cease, 
and a million employees, paid by 
your taxes to service the feieral 
corporations, would become gain- 
fully employed in private enter- 
prise, relieving the taxpayers of 
both the payroll and the goods, 
services and facilities required to 
make the payroll operative. 

Potential Saving 
This potential tax saving at 1954 
level would add up this way: 

Interest $ 1,250,000,000 

Amortization 1,250,000,000 

Losses saved 10,000,000,000 

Payroll saved 4,000,000,000 

Facilities 12,000,000,000

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Add to this the nearly 5 billion 
tax dollars given to foreign so- 
cialistic and communistic govern-
